The first ching, THY KINGDOM 
COME, becomes our prayer. Jesus 


knew that if His disciples were to ac- 


complish anything, that thing must 
first be their prayer, for the kingdom 
could not be risked among men except 
it first become the greatest desire of 
men. There is much more in prayer 
than a mere pleading with God to 
persuade Him to do something for us. 
I am afraid that some of us cheapen 
prayer by trying to get God to do for 
us those things that we can do for our- 
selves. Let us be careful of how we 
pray. Please don’t be selfish. (If we 
can enlist God to do our work or do 
something for us, we will make that 
thing an object of prayer.) How weak, 
how unworthy, how unbecoming such 
motive is to Christianity. Thy kingdom 
come was the first basis on which 
Jesus established prayer. Jesus meant 
to set them on fire with a great pur- 
pose. Their prayer was to bring a cer- 
tain thing to pass, and that was THY 
KINGDOM COME. If “thy kingdom 
come” becomes the united prayer of 
every disciple of Jesus Christ, more 
and more will become interested in its 
coming. 

A Basal zeal in prayer is what al- 
ways has and always will make the 
genunine missionary. If the base of 
your prayer is little and selfish, you 
will be selfish in your labor. If THY

known. Everywhere and from all class- 
es we hear the appeals for help. There 
is a craving in the hearts of men and 
women for something that they have 
not. Souls are weary of sin, their 
hearts are desiring communion with 
their Maker. I ask myself the ques- 
tion, and I ask you, dear reader, how 
fares the Church in the face of these 
things? How is it in you? Is it ready to 
go to work? Is it ready in you and me? 
Are you ready for the Holy Ghost to 
say, Separate me so and so for the 
work that I have called them to do? 
Is there something in you that quick- 
ens your innermost being? Don’t you 
hear an amen way deep down - your 
heart? Is there something in you that 
desires to be on the march double 
quick time for Jesus? Or if you feel 
moving at all you feel a spirit of reluc- 
tance, a spirit of fear, a timid spirit 
that wants to draw back? Are we stag- 
gering under a load of doubt and unbe- 
lief? has the war between flesh and 
spirit terminated in victory for the 
flesh? or do we teel like leaping to 
the front with Jesus at our side, the 
Holy Ghost in our hearts to work and 
pray till the kingdom comes? Don’t 
treat these questions lightly, give them 
place in your meditation, stop and be 
serious for a few days. Personally, I 
have never had greater faith in the 
second coming of the Lord, my confi- 
dence in Him and His. church has 
never been greater.

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In Gethsemane 
Wm. E. Brown, Ohio 

With my natural vision I can only 
see the horizon a few miles distant, 
but with that inner vision of the mind 
I look out across North Carolina about 
seven thousand miles across the blue 
waters of the Atlantic and Mediter- 
ranean to a country called Palestine. 
There outside the eastern wall of 
Jerusalem, across the brook Kedron, 
at the foot of Mount Olivet was a place 
called Gethsemane. 

The garden of Gethsemane, as I pic- 
ture it, was an olive grove with an oil 
press in it for pressing oil out of the 
olives. The garden may have been 
fenced. If it were not for the things 
that transpired in Gethsemane about 
nineteen hundred years ago, we would 
be no more interested in it than any 
other garden, The fact that Gethse- 
mane was an olive orchard about one 
half mile east of Jerusalem does not 
make it dear to me or to other Chris- 
tians, but rather our Lord’s associa- 
tions with it. . 

Oftimes our Lord stole away from 
the multitudes and the whirl of a busy 
world to a quiet spot in Gethsemane 
to commune with the Father in prayer. 
Would not our spiritual life be better 
if we too would spend more time in a 
secluded spot in prayer, just shutting 
out the world and forgetting our daily 
cares? The joy and peace we would 
get out of such a prayer life would 
more than repay us. 

On the night of the betrayal Jesus 
and the eleven apostles, Judas Iscariot 
being absent, crossed the brook Ke- 
dron and entered Gethsemane. Jesus 
told eight of them to sit here while He 
went to pray. Then being very sorrow- 
ful Jesus took Peter, James, and John 
and went deeper into the grove. “Tar- 
ry ye here and watch with me” were 
Jesus’ words to Peter and the two sons 
of Zebedee as He left them and went 
about a stone’s cast farther and fell 
down and prayed. The disciples could 
go with Christ a little way in the time 
of his agony, but there was a thorny 
path He had to travel alone. It seemed 
as if even the Father had forsaken 
Him. Many people trust someone to do 
the praying they ought to do. I am 
atraid if Jesus had trusted His dis- 
ciples to do His praying on that mem- 
orial night we would be a hopeless 
people. Christ’s agony in the garden, 
I believe, was greater than we can pic- 
ture it, yet I want you to get a glimp- 


se of the Gethsemane scene on _ that 
horrible night. 
On returning from prayer Jesus 


found His weary disciples, the chosen 
three, fast asleep. Seeing that His 
three closest disciples did not watch 
one hour while He, being in agony of 
soul, prayed until His sweat became 
as great drops of blood, what are those 
doing who are following Christ afar 
off? What will their reward be? Re- 
turning the third time from prayer, 
only to add to His sorrow, He found 
Peter, James and John asleep again 
Now let us notice Jesus’ prayer, “O 
my Father, if it be possible, let this 
cup Pass from me: nevertheless not as 
I will, but as thou wilt.” Surely no 
Christian disputes the fact that Christ 
was divine. But He was human also, in 
that He was born of woman. Human 
Nature shrinks from death and Christ 





was not from that human that dreads 
monster death. We see clearly the hu- 
man nature of Christ in the words, “O 
my Father, if it be possible, let this 
cup pass from me.” Truly it was a bit- 
ter cup of suffering and death that my 
Christ had to drink. I tell you, breth- 
ren, I appreciate and love the Man of 
Galilee who drank the bitter cup for 
me to the last dreg. Tears come to my 
eyes when I think of the price He 
paid. 

Now let us foget the human nature 
of Christ for awhile and consider His 
divine nature, that God in man. His 
human is completely swallowed up in 
the words, “Not as I will, but as thou 
wilt.” It was those words of the divine 
Christ that have meant so much to us. 
When the bitter things of life come 
upon us the human wants to shrink 
but the Divine God in us says, “Not 
my will, but Thine be done.” Those 
are the words of an overcoming saint. 

When the two sons of Zebedee came 
to Jesus desiring one to siton Hisright 
hand and the other on His left in His 
kingdom, He asked them, “Are ye able 
to drink of the cup that I shall drink 
of and to be baptized with the bap- 
tism that I am baptized with?” They 
answered, “We are abie.” James and 
John, seeking a position for one of two 
motives, little knew what it really 
meant to drink of the cup that Christ 
should drink. Jesus said, “Ye shall in- 
deed drink of my cup.” 

We have seen the agony of Christ’s 
soul in prayer and to add to His sor- 
row the disciples went to sleep. Was 
that all of His trials? While He is 
waking Peter, James, and John for the 
third time, behold, here comes His so- 
called friend, Judas the traitor, with a 
mob of Jews and Romans and betrayed 
Jesus with a kiss. Lo, now something 
is going to happen! The excitement is 
high, every nerve Is tense, except the 
cool, calm Saviour who has prayed, the 
angel strengthening Him to meet this 
hour. Shall He be arrested and taken 
captive? Peter, seeing what was about 
to take place drew his sword in de- 
fense of his Master and cut off Mal- 
chus’ ear. Jesus told Peter to put up 
his sword. When the eleven really saw 
Jesus arrested and led away they all 
fled. And one laid hold of the garment 
of one young man, a disciple, who left 
his garment and fled. 

In the hour of Christ’s arrest none 
stood with Him to comfort or plead 
His innocence. Was not all this trying 
on Jesus who was both human and di- 
vine? Why did He lead the eleven on 
that moonlight night to Gethsemane? 
Why, did He leave eight near the gar- 
den’s entrance and take Peter, James, 
and John with Him to witness His 
mysterious agony, at least in part? 
Why did He suffer so, pray until His 
sweat became as great drops of blood? 
Oh! why did the chosen three go to 
sleep? Why did His supposed friend, 
Judas, betray Him? Why did His own 
people aid in the arrest? Oh! why did 
they do all those heart-rending things 
to our Christ? It was all for us, that 
He thru suffering and death might 
know us with our trials and help us to 
overcome every fiery trial. 


To redeem us He came, 

Tho’ trials we have in this race, 
If we earnestly call on His name 
To overcome, He'll give us grace.

The question, “Is education vs 
salvation?” has been given some com- 
ment by a recent writer to the Sunday 
School Times. 

From observation in foreign fields 
I can see very little progress in de- 
nominational mission work toward 
real Christianity. The International 
College at Smyrna, Turkey is a fair 
specimen. We became well acquainted 
with a professor of mathematics of 
that college. He seemed far from even 
being interested in the cause of re- 
ligion. We were told by him that they 
were not allowed to teach anything 
pertaining to religion in the college. 
The president of the college made a 
speech to our group in which he laud- 
ed the Turkish govenment and prals- 
ed the activities of Mustapha Kemal, 
the President of Turkey. Never a time 
was there anything sald of what they 
had done to futher Christianity. This 
modern missionary smokes his pipe, 
plays bridge, reads fiction and in 
short, seems so different from others. 
What is said of him can be said _ of 
many of the other teachers. 

The Interdenominational college at 
Beirut, Syria is a wonderful institu- 
lion teaching all branches of science 
but on our visit we could see signs of 
most everything else in the line of 
leaching except true Christianity. 

Time would fail us to tell of the 
great good done by these churches 
thru their colleges, hospitals, etc. but 
with all of this we conclude that 
there is a vast difference in education 
and Christianity. What we need on the 
fields of foreign soil is a group of men 
and women who really know the Lord 
Jesus and will teach and live His re 


ligion. Is it not the mission of the 
Church of God?
